CLIPPED TAILS. 
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Official Epitome of Last Tears 
Races. 


A Large Increase in Number and Importance 
Over the Previous Year—The Four-Year- 
Old Filly Who Started Sixty-Two Times— 
Paulsen Reduces the Skating Record. 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New York, February 4.—Although it may 
be somewhat late to present the total results 
of the racing by American bred horses in 
1883, considering that the season of 1884 has 
already advanced to its secongjmonth, they 
are, however, now given for the first time and 
are from the advauce sheets of the subserib- 
ers’ edition of Kirke's Guide to the Turf,“ 
which the compiler hopes to have ready to 
issue by the 20th inst. The racing season 
of 1883 began at Memphis on January 1 and 
endedat New Orleans on December 29, be- 


tween which dates a total of 25,58 races were 
run in the Unjted States and 
the Dominion of Can of which 240 were 
either hurdle races or steeple chases. The 
races ran abroad numbered 193, of which en- 
ly 35 were won, viz: Twenty-two in England, 
7 in France, 1 in Ireland and5 in British 
Guinea. Ot the 2,588 races run in America 
176 of them.were runon the Pacific Coast 
and 83 in Canada. As it is impossible to give 
space to a full table showing the number of 
races run at all the several distances, includ- 
ing those run abroad, they are compiled as 
follows and presented with a similar table 
showing the number of races runin Great 
— under the jurisdiction of the Jockey 
lub:

Under six furlongs, dashes and heats, in the 
United States, 386; in Great Britain, 821.

There were 454 heat rates 
run during the year, with a total of 1,125 
heats, of which 123 races were at haifa 
wile, 48 at thr uarters of a mile, 
and 210 at a mile. he 252 races (240 in 
America and twelve abroad) won “bet ween 
the flags or over hurdles were divided as 
follows: The jsteeplechases were run at Je- 
rome Park, Sheepshead Bay, Monmouth 
Park, Saratoga and Brighton Beach, the 
several courses in the West, over the courses 
ofthe Hull Clubs, at Rockaway, Garden 
City, Brooklyn and in Canada, England and 
France. 

DISTANCES OVER HURDLES. 

At one mile and under, dashes and heats 
twenty; mile and a quarter aad un- 
der a mile and a half, __ thirty- 
three; mile and a half. and under 
two miles, forty-four; two miles and over 
eight; steeple-chases, 147. Total, 252. 

The increase of jumping races in 1883 over 
the total of 1882 was comparatively small, 
the differance being only eleven races, ow- 
ing tothe greatly reduced number of such 
races run at Brighton Beach. In flat races, 
however, there was a great increase, 263 
more races having been run in 1883 than in 
1882. There were sixteen races run that re- 
sulted in “‘dead-heats,’’ for which the mone 
was divided, and eleven were “run off.” 
There were twenty-seven matches, 
none of which were of an 
special importance, while of “‘walkovers’ 
there were seventeen, one of which was by 
Mr. Lorillard’s Massasoit in England. The 
number of horses in training that ran 
during the year were 2,162, of which 1,543 
were horses of known breeding, and 619 the 
breeding of which is said to be unknown, or 
was not reported. The total number of 
horses that won races, the breeding of which 
is known, is 804, with 126 winners among 
those the breeding of which is unknown. 
The total number of starters in all the races 
run during the year was 13,629, of 
wiich only 964 were horses of un- 
known breeding. in no way is the 
great increase of racing shown more starters 
than in the total of the number of starters, 
the excess in 1883 over the total of 1882 being 
2,217, which is not surprising in view of the 
great number of racesrun by some horses, 
the 4-year-old filly, Ida B., by Monarchist, 
starting no less than sixty-two times. 

THE WINNINGS. 

The gross total value of the races won dur- 
ing the year also shows how large is the in- 
crease not only in the number of races run 
but in their increased value, the total for 
the year amounting to $1,328,936 75, as 
against a total of $1,146,121 75 in 
1882, $987,284 in 1881, and $800,- 
686 75 in 1880. Of the gross to- 
tal won in 1883 $26,112 50 was won in En- 
gland, Ireland and France, $1,614 was won 
in British Guiana, and $18,903 in Canada, 
which leaves a balance of $1,282,307 25 won 
in the United States, The amount of money 
contributed to the grand total by horses of 
unknown breeding was $23,867 30, which 
alone shows the comparative unimportance 
of such races, although it must be said that 
without a doubt a number of such 
races are won by good horses with 
established pedigrees, but whose owners 
for purposes scarcely honest, disguise their 
horses with an assumed name and at places 
where they are not known win races from 
inferior horses without being detected. The 
liberal purses now offered by regular racing 
associations have toa great extent puta 
stop to such dishonorable practices, but yet 
there were several such cases in 1883.

Noonan From the Bench.

An Aged Libertine Ans wers a Terrible Charge 
in Court To-Day— His Jaunty Air and Its 
Effect—Cooper Held for the Grand Jury.

Polk Cooper, aged 41 years, à grandfather and a 
physical and moral wreck, was arraigned to-day 
in the Court of Criminal Correction on a charge or 
enticing away from home for improper purposes & 
female under the age of 18 years.

For the first time in years bis system bad lost its 
regular supply of whisky, owing to his incarcera- 
tion in jail, and his face was iq consequence of 
that peculiar pallor which follows sudden and 
enforced abstinance. The prosecuting witness, 


Susie Parker, is afresh, pretty girlof 17, infatu- 
ated with the libertine just whom sbe very 
unwillingly gave her testimony. Mrs. Parker, the 
mother of the girl, 9 court with her 
wayward daughter.

Ou an order from Capt, Fruchte he ar- 
rested Cooper, and found two letters in his 
possession.

D. longnuecker and were dated at Springfieid, III. 
Indy showed that Longnecker was running a dis- 
reputable house in the eny mentioned, a he 
made propositions plainly to Polk, asking him to 
engage in the business of turning good giris into 
ihe paths ol shame and promising bim good pay 
lor it.

At that time Cooper promised 
that he would not bother the girl in future and 
wrote a letter to this effect.

BOXING AND CARTING. 


— 
Movement Among Wholesale Dealers to Do 
Away With their Charges. 

A movement of tue greatest Interest to jobbers 
in the drug trade in St. Louls was determined up- 
on by the Richardson Drug Company of this city 
this morning. To fully understand the move- 
ment it must be explained that for the past two 
years it has been the custom of diug jobbers to 
charge their customers an extra amount 
for the work of boxing and carting. About a 
year ago McKesson & Robbins, a large Eastern 
drug house, issued a circular to their enstomers 


declaring that thereafter they wouldcharge noth- 
ing extrafor the work of boxing and caruuz. 
Other firms were compelled to adopt this meas- 
ure, fal.lug into une one by one. At the annual 
meeiing of the National Wholesale Druggists’ As- 
sociation, beld in New York last October, a 
strong effort was made by the delegates to 
induce McKesson & Robbins to recall 
their action. The firm refused to do so, saying 
that the measure had been adopted, was a suc- 
cess, and it would be folly to altempt to depart 
rom it. Since that time the movement spread 

uutil it reached ali the small towns in New York 
State. About a month ago it struek Cleveland, 
one of the houses there taking iti up. A meeting 
was called by ithe 12 gn of that city, Detroit and 
Toledo, and an effort made to have the movement 
rescinded, The effort was futile, however, and 
ihe jobbers of these cities bad to follow the ex- 
ample of the house referred to. The movement 
has now struck this city, aod will probably create 
a panic among drug men. The members of te 
Richardson Company, at a meeting tuis morning, 
passed resolutions that they would notify their 
customers by circular that after this date there 
would be no extra charges for boxing and cart- 
ing. Tue cireulars will be issued in a day 
or two. Just what the movement means can be 
inferred when it is known that it will make a d- 
ference of from $10,000 to $12,000 to the company 
that has adopted 11. But, however much the drug 
companies may suffer, their customers will profit, 
and there will be more rejoicing ou the one hand 
than Wailing ou the other.

Tue death rate of the general population 
is 217 and of the soldiers 84, annually, out of 
10,000 in England. Germany annually loses 
but 57 out of every 10,000 of her soldiers, 
while 269 of every 10,000 Germans not in the 
army dic every year. In France the death 
rate is 92 for soldiers and 244 fur civilians. 
The deaths in civil life of course include in- 
fant mortality, and soldiers are robust speci- 
mens of manhvod in the prime of life. But 
the difference in the death rates is evidently 
largely due to the fact that soldiers are fed, 
olothed and cared for better than the masses 
of the people. An enormous percentage of 
the deaths in the German army are from sui- 
cide, and yet only 57 German soldiers die 
out of a number which in civil life shows a 
death rate of 269. If there were fewer sol- 
diers, there would be better living and longe 
life for the rest of the people.

MANACLED STATES. 
There is a struggle going on in New Jer- 
sey over a bill providing that the real estate 
owned by rallroad corporations shall be 
taxed the same as real est’ te owned by indi- 
viduals in the same locality. It seems that 
years ago some railroads were, by acts of 
the Legislature, exempted from taxation, 
and the courts have held that these acts 
were contracts, and therefore irrepealable, 
because the Federal Constitution vetoes all 
State legislation “impairing the obligation 


Gov. ABBOTT, in calling the attention of 
the Legislature to the evil of thus bartering 
away the sovereign power of the State over 
taxation, urged the adoption of an amend- 
ment to the State Constitution which will 
prevent any future Legislatures from thus 
sovereign rights. 
He insisted also that the Legislature should 
not hesitate to take any constitutional course 
which would restore the lost sovereignty by 
extinguishing the contracts and paying such 
compensation therefor as might be awarded 
by an ad quod damnum jury. He was con- 
vinced that a system of equal taxation 
would be otherwise unattainable and was 
worth more to the State and its municipali- 
ties than the proposed remedy would cost— 
far more. 

So here we have the anomaly of a sovereign 
State reduced to the necessity of buying 
back from a corporation one of the most es- 
sential and important attributes of sover- 
eign power, because the courts have chosen 
to bold that a single Legislature can dl- 
vest a State of all such attributes, and sell 
and convey the same to a corporation, thus 
tying the hands of all succeeding Legislat- 
ures! It is as if the courts had recugnized 
the power of a mere Legislature to impose 
on the State anew constitution in the form 
of a system of contracts preventing all 
further legislation and practically abolish- 
ing all the energies and functions of poptiar 
self- government. 

To a layman, this judicial conversion of 


al contract, irrepealable and interminable, 
looks like a bit of abominable jugglery. It 
makes a yearling Legislature as omnipotent 
as the British Parliament to destroy the 
State, but without that Parliament’s bound- 
less power to correct its own mistakes and 
repeal its own acts. The Federal Constitu- 
tion guarantees to each State a republican 
form of government, and the clause about 
contracts was not inserted for any such pur- 
pose as that which some judicial decisions 
have madeit serve. ‘There is no question 
that the intention was to prevent any State 
from impairing the obligation of contracts 
between individuals. The whole scheme of 
the constitution negatives the idea that 
there was any intention to place a State on 
the footing of a mere business firm with 
reference to its creditors, its contracts with 
p rivate parties or its legislative grants.

WENDELL PHILLIPS is dead. For about 
forty years he has held a position in Ameri- 
can affairs to which no other citizen aspired. 
A man of remarkable culture and oratorical 
power, he never sought or accepted an office 
or a personal advantage or benefit of any 
kind in politics. Independent in fortune and’ 
a Boston aristocrat by birth, he dedicated 
his sympathies and his life to the cause of the 
weak and the wronged. In their behalf he 
was ready to face universal obloquy. Neither

“The explanation may be afforded by a few very 
Well elo ed features of thy Vill. for instance, it 
contains a provision of a hoodwinking pattern, 
forbidding the Water Gas Company to amatga- 
mate or combine with any other company, tne 
purpose of which would seem to De to insure to gas 
consumers the benefit of competition.

are sativfied that no better proposition 
will be made, then they have nothing 
to fear from such deliberation as sbonld attead 
the granting of the most valuable franchise in 
the giftofthe city.

The water gas offer is not only not better, but 
not as good as, for instance, that of the Laclede, 
which has pipes already laid aud would not be 
under necessity for tearing up the streets.

And now, having stated what the effects of the 
bill will de, as viewed from the standpoint ot a 
newspaper, and having outlined the reasons why 
ig should not pass, it is but fair to present the 
statements of some of the members of the Coun- 
cil, who were questioned at Friday night’s meet- 
ing concerning the subject.

“Because I think it is best to have an early set- 
tlement of that question.“

“JT don’t know that they can; I don’t think so. 
I believe we can do bettes at the present time.” 

“And hence the bill?” 

“Hence the bill.” 

Mr. Rowse isthe father of the water-gas bill, 
but the bill has been moulded into its 
present shape by the Committee on Pablic Im- 
provements. Mr. Rowse associated on that com- 
mittee with Messrs. Temple and Zelle. 

MR. ZELLE 

was asked as to the necessity of action now in 
the matier of gas supply alter 18900. Well.“ said 
that benignant-looking gentieman, “the matter 
may as well be discussed now as at any fuiure 
time. There is no doubt in my mind but that we 
can get better terms from companies now than 
we can later.“ 

“How so?” 

“Well the agitation of this matter has brought 
the gas companies down to making the best kind 
of propositions. I think this Dill we have before 
us now is a good one, and will be one 
of the best things that ever happened 
the city should it pass. The price of gas settled 
upon in this bill is very cheap.” 

“But don’t you think the Council woulddo as

JUDGE VASTINE 

was assailed with the usual question, and in reply 
said: 

“I think it is best to tackle the subject now, in- 
stead of letilng it run on until it is too late. 
Lam of the opinion that the sooner we get this 
question settled the better it will be for the city. 
An early settlement is the best. We will de pre- 
pared then for the future. I think, besides, that we 
should seitie this question in time to give the 

companies a chance to prepare themselves.” 

MR. CUMMINGS 

said: “We are not entering into any negotiations. 
We give no exclusive privelege. We make no 
contract. You folks are all at sea about this mat- 
ter. You ought to read the bill. We are simply 
giving a new company a chance to prepare itself 
to compete with others for the privilege of sup- 
plying cas. Now you can’t expect a company to 
lay pipes and put up lamps in a day, ean you?” 

Well, six years Is a good deal more time than 
is necessary.“ 

“No, it isn’t, The company can’t have too 
much time. I tell you, this bill is the biggest 
thing for the city you ever heard of. It will save 
$500,0% a year tous. The bill provides that the 
company isto charge not to exceed 81 50 per 
thousand, ‘Not to exceed,’ do you see?“ 

“Tben it ts best to pass this bill?” 

“Why certainly.” 

MR. STONE, 
the most vigorous speaker tu the Council and one 
of the most active foes of monopoly. said: 
“There is no more necessity for entering into 
negotiations for gas six years in advance than 
there is for fifteen wheels to a wagon. Do you 
know what I call tuts bili? Oh, I tell you I’m on 
record on this thing. I call it a bill to wrong, 
cheat and defraud the city of St. Louis. There is 
no use whatever in having this thing come up 
now. Two years before 1890 will be ample time 
to arrange for gas in the future. We have plenty 
of gas companies to compete for the privilege of 
supplying gas to the clty, and I don’t see why we 
should nurse new ones.“ 
MR. HAINES 

thought awhile before he answered the reporter’s 
question, Finally, after agitating a few gray hairs 
with his rlent hand, he said: “Well, I think the 
best thing we can do is to get cheap gas, and the 
sooner we eet it the better. If we can geta good 
offer from gas companies now, I think we ought 
to take it.” 

„But can’t you do as well in 1888?” 

“Yes, but we may get cheaper gas before 1890. 
You know the Laclede Company is willing to take 
an entirely new franchise, and we could get 
cheaper gas from them, then.“ 

“Do you think the St. Louis Company will want 
a new franchise before 1890?” 

“They may do anything,’’ said Mr. Haines, 
laughing. 

MR. ZIEGENHSBIN 

said: “I think we ought to settle this gas bus- 
iness as soon as possible. It will take tne com- 
pany along time before itcan supply gas; that 
is, a long time no lay pipes, etc. This company 
makes a proposition that is worth acceptance 
and I beleve in taking it. The company has 
done a great deal towards cheapening the price 
of gas in this city, and common gratitude alone 
should impel us to giveit afair chance to com- 
pele with other companies. We do not give the 
company apy exclusive privilege. We simply 
put it in a condition to hid for supplying gas in 
the future.“

BURNED LIKE sHAVINGS. 


N. O. Nelson & Ce. Establishment De- 
stroyed—Two Firemen Hurt. 
Following many a recent precedent Sunday 
morning furnished another big fre sensation. 
About 4:40 o’clock flames were discovered in the 
shop of the machinery warehouse of N. 0. Nelson 
& Co., occupying a four-story iron and brick buila- 
ing at the northeast corner of Kighih and St. 
Charles streets. The three lower floors were 
occupied by that firm, and the fourth by the boot 
and shoe firm of Phillips, Grant & Co. Had the 
building been filled with shavings the fire 
could hardly have made more rapid headway, 
and it wag booming through every floor before 

first stream of Water reached it, A second 
ahd third alarm followed fast, and a stubborn two- 


hours’ figbt was inaugurated. Owing to the nar- 
row roadway on the St. Charles street side, and 
the great danger of taking position there, the 
firemey were much hampered in their work, but 
there was no possibility trom the very outset to 
do any better than confine the fire to the bulld- 
ing in which it originated. At half-past 6 
o’clock nothing of the upper floors of the struct- 
ure remained, and the walis having little to stead 

them, began to full away, The south wali felt 
out on the roof of Thos. Cheatham’s Clover Hl 
stables, which occupy a two-story brle at No, 
406 North Eighth street, which building was very 
badly damaged. About the same time the east 
wall fell out on the Alhambra Theater, and crusn- 
ed through a portion of the roof. causing very seri- 
ous damage. The rear of Nos. 413 ana 415 North 
Seventh street sustained on jury also, the 
sufferers being G. J. ‘ocill and Michael 
Callerton. The firemen kept close watch on 
the surrounding property, and prevented the fire 
from getting a hold at any point outside the wails 
wherein it originated. The Salvage Corps mean- 
while did splendid service in covering the heavy 
machinery on the lower floor of the destroyed 
puliding, thus saving ty? thousands of dollars. 
it is estimated that the Nelson loss will reach

A PENITENDT PRISONER. 


The Hester Street, New York, Dauce- 
House Keeper, “Billy” MeGlory. 

4 By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW York, February 4.— Billy“ Me 
Glory, who ruus the Armory Hall Dance- 
House on Hester street, and who was con- 
victed in the Genera! Sessions a few days 
ago for violation of the excise law, spent 
Suuday in his cell in the Tombs. On the 
little white cover of the cot lay copies of all 
the daily and most of the weekly 
pictorial papers, which he perused 


while puffing at a fragrant Havana, 
In the moruing he attended religious services 
and joined in singing and prayer. He wasa 
most perfect specimen of a penitent mau, aud 
those who saw him while he reigned su— 
preine in his Hester street palace of sin re- 
marked the change.

CAMPBELL’S CASE. 


Judge Adams Dismisses the Writ 
of Certiorari Against the Po- 
lice Board, 


In What Respects the Board ig a Quasi- 
Judicial Body~ Why Caruth and Lutz 
Were Qualified to Sit as Judges—Eyery 
Point Urged by Camphbell’s Counsel 
Overruled —An Interesting Opinion. 


Judge Adams this morning handed down a 
Written decision in the case of Ex-Chief of Police, 
John W. Campbell vs. the Police Commissioners. 
Mr. Campbell’s application for a writ of certiorari 
is dismissed. It will be remembered that after 
the Court of Appeals had decided the first cer- 
tiorari case In favor of Campbeil, the Board tried 
ulm on charges formally preferred by Walter F. 
McEutire, brother of the Coal OW Inspector. 
These charges set forth that Campvell had been 
guilty of all sorts of conduct and insubordina- 
tion. The trial terminated with the reduction of 
Campbell to the rank of patrolman. Then Cump- 
bell applied to Judge Adams for a writ of certi- 
orari to quash the proceedings of the Board. The 
following is the decision of the court in full; 

“The evidence on which respondent acted is 
not before the court, and indeed it is conceded 
oy counsel for relator that in vals proceeding the 
court cannot examine or consider such evidence 
at all. The onty questions now before the court 
for adjudication are: Did the Board of Police 
Commissioners have jurisdiction, that is the right 
to bear aud determine the complaint which re- 
sulted in the removal of the Chief, and if so aid 
they, iu the exercise ot that jurisdiction, trans- 
cead their power in the matter. These general 
ducstious arè iu argumenutreducedto two specific in 
duirles: First Do tue charges and specifications 
ou whieh the Chief was tried state sufficient cause 
for bis removal? aad, second, were the two Com- 
missioners David W. Caruth and Frank J. Lutz 
disqualified to sit in Judgment iu the case. The 
reluior ipsisis upou 4 negative answer to the 
first and an affirmauve auswer to the second m- 
quiry.”

The Inglorious Ending of Murray of Utah 
—The Gang of Official Bummers From 
Dakota—How That Territory Has Been 
Farmed Out by Republican Politicians 
—The Great River Convention and Ori- 
gin aud History of the Present River 
Improvement Agitation.

WASHINGTON, February 2—The most shame- 
less and corrupt outfit here this winter is proba- 
ably thp Dakota delegation that came down heré 
to control the appointments of the territorial offi- 
cers to be made ip the spring and secure the ad- 
mission of that Territory into the Union. They 
have taken a house on Capitol Hill, within a 
| stone’s throw of the Capitol building itself, and 
they are holding forth there in great luxury and 
at great expense. Itisareal old-time lobbying 
party, one of the kind that too often succeeded 
during the Grant dnd Hayes administrations, but 
that does not now meet with much encourage- 
ment. Itis beginning to dawn upon the minds of 
honest members of Congress that about the rot- 
tenest department of the presenj,Government 
machinery is to be found in the Territories. The 
Territorial carpet-bagger is turning 
out to be as bad as the South- 
ern carpet-bagger. Nearly all the officers 
of the Territories, from the Governor down, are 
selected from the States, and the bestowal of these 
offices is almost every time a reward for political 
dirty work. Themen sent out to govern the peo- 
ple of these Territories go there strangers, and 
are too often without any object save that of 
making money. If the records are ever properly 
made up and published, there will be found an 
astoutding lot of rascality in the public affairs of 
all the Territories, and espectaily in Dakota, 
which is a very rich country and to which there 
has of late years been a wondertul immigration.

on a colossal scale. Before that time 
there had been a few small conventions, and 
more or less talk on the subject, but the appro- 
priations secured were small and oe to local 
works or to the building of a few snag-boats. 
There was no definite plan for general hnprove- 
ment. The Lower Mississippi States had con- 
structed levees on their own account, but the 
upper part of the river was almost entirely 
neglected. The success of the jetties gave im- 
pulse, and form and shape to what followed. In 
1879 the River Commission was created by act of 
Congress, with certain distinct powers, among 
them the formulating of some comprehensive 
ey of improvement which should be uniform 
or the whole river. The commission examined 
the river and reported a plan. The next move 
was to obtain the money to carry it out. 

THE FIRST STEP 
taken to accomplish this was the holding of a 
River Convention in Quincy, IIlinols. The memo- 
rial prepared by that convention, which, by the 
way, Was a very clear, ringing and able paper, set 
before the people such facts as to the cheapening 
of transportation by the improvement of the 
river that the whole Mississippi Valley began to 
take an interest in the subject, and such pressure 
was brought to dear on Congress that 
some $3,000,000 was voted for improvement 
at the next session. Rival interests then began 
to attack the project, and various schemes were 
proposed às substitutes for the plan of the River 
Commission, The people having tull confidence 
in the intelligence and capacity of the engineers 
of the commission, determined to sustain that 
organization. This determination resulted in the 
calling of the great River Convention at St. Louis 
in 1881. The expressions of the several States 
interested, through their respective delegates, 
were bold and decisive in favor of the plans 
of improvement inaugurated. The next 
— —— as a resuit of the 
public opinion, aroused by the St. Louis Conven- 
tion, voted nearly $6,000,000 for the Mississippi 
River. The enemies of the river then renewed 
their attacks on the commission with great vigor. 
Hostile committees were appointed to report up- 
on its work. These disagreed, but had succeeded 
so far in their fight against the river interests 
that no appropriation was secured from Congress 
last year. It was found upon inquiry that Con- 
gressmen from the Mississippi Valley were not 
acting in harmony and were not cordially sup- 
porting the improvement scheme. Only the three 
states, Arkansas, Mississippi and Louisiana, 
voted solidiy for continuing the work begun 
under tae directiou of the commission, Missouri 
was divided aud Kentucky gave omy two votes 
for the opposition, while lowa, Illinois, : Minne- 
sota and Wiscousin were lukewarm, and Ohio 
went against it almost to a man. It became 
necessary that something should be done to unite 
aud barmouize the people that ought to be one on 
so important a subject. The West and South had 
in Congress a numerical majority, but members 
of Congress from those two sections failed to 
stand together, and to bring apout harmony and 
united movement a movement was started by 

THE MERCHANTS’ EXCHANGE OF Sr. LOUIS, 
a body that has always taken the lead iu this 
work to combine all available forces Dy a 
thorough organization. A committee was first 
created by the Merchants’ Exchange, and through 
this committee all the trade exchanges and com- 
mercial bodies of the Mississippi Valley formed 
committees, and afterwards united under one 
head as “The Executive Committee onthe Im- 
provement of Western Water-ways.” Mr. B. D. 
Wood of New Orleans was made chairman, Mr. 
Geo. L. Wright of St. Louis Was made secretary, 
and Mr. Michael McEnnis of St. Louis was made 
treasurer. This committee called the present 
convention, which is now just assembling in 
Wasnington and which is exciting sv much at- 
tention throughout the entire country. They 
have recounted in brief the various phases of the 
movement which has brought America and the 
whole commercial world to appreciate the fact 
that ibe improvement ot the Mississippi River ts 
one of the most momentous questions 
of the hour. It is now becoming weil 
settled in the minds of public men of 
this country that cheap transportation 
is one of the ggravest problems to be solved by a 
country that nas so great a surplus of products, 
and it is pow evident that nothing yet discovered 
overates as so effectual a barrier to the exorbdi- 
tant charges of railroads as natural water ways. 
The Sau Francisco Coronicie, a paper published 
in a State through which there does not flow a 
navigable river of any extent, and which has, 
therefore, been the friend of the Central Pacific 
monopoly, very wisely and fairly remarks that 
the National Government can very well afford to 
give tue Mississippi, Ohio and Missouri Rivers 
$50,000,000 in Lhe next ten years:
